The National Tuberculosis Association is- , 
sues the seals yearly to raise money to carry 
on its fight against a disease which used to I 
he called the White Plague, but which now 
is being pushed steadily, if slowly, out of the 
American scene. Some years ago tuberculosis 
was tho leading cause of death in this coun­ 
try, but today it has lieen pushed down to 
.seventh place in mortality from diseases. 
According to the Ulster County Committee 
on Tuberculosis and Public Health, tubercu­ 
losis is still the leading cause of death of 
jiersons between the ages of 15 and 45 in 
Ulster county. 
Health authorities know now that tubercu- 
losis in its early stages heals readily and are 
conducting early diagnosis drives. It can he 
diagnosed promptly by examination, the 
tuberculin test to reveal the presence of 
germs in the system and the X-ray to detect 
the active presence of the disease. 
They 
know’ that by protecting one infected in­ 
dividual from advancing tuberculosis, they 
can protect many. 
It is great to be able to get behind this 
campaign.

H E A T A N D EX E R ( ISE P R E V E N T PAIN 


A fter an a ttack of rheum atism in joints and 
muscles, the patient finds that w hen he tries to 
move the joint to its full extent or put real strain 
on the muscles, the pain is more or less severe He 
therefore is ap t not to move thc joint to its full ex­ 
ten t or put real strain on his muscles. 
W hat happens? He finds th a t joints and m us­ 
cles are getting stiff but be is likely to feel th at it is 
better to have a little stiffness th a n undergo pain. 
This is a m istake because little adhesions that are 
formed early can readily he broken up early w ith 
little or no pain if heat in some form is applied. 
A common if not the commonest place for pain 
and stiffness to occur during or following rheum a­ 
tism is the shoulder. The patient finds that placing 
his hand at back of neck or up the back to shoulder 
blades causes pain. Pain is due to congestion and 
slow ness of circulation. By increasing the circulation 
and removing congestion by heat, the pressure on 
nerve endings is removed and the pain is relieved. 
A simple m ethod of relieving pain and stiffness 
in shoulder or oth er joint is to apjiiy heat to the 
jo in t—hot shower, hot towels, heat lam p 
for ten 
minutes, then move the joint to its full extent for 
two or three m inutes. The patient is told to w rite a 
capital D all over a large glolio. This m eans that he 
will have a reach upward, to each side, underneath, 
close to and far aw ay from his body. 
A fter two or 
three m inutes of this writing, heat is again applied 
for three or four minutes. 
Thus the heat given before the exercise helps to 
open up bloodvessels, relax the tensed nerves, and 
acts like an anaesthetic when exercise is taken. 
These patients find that the movem ent even to full 
extent causes little or no pain. 
When m ore than one joint and group of muscles 
are affected, the use of a hot tub bath, tem perature 
a few degrees above body heat 
102 to 104 degrees 
Fahrenheit 
can be used. A fter lying in bath for 15 
minutes, the exorcises should be taken and patient 
then rests in the hot bath for another ten minutes. 
I have already w ritten about exercises in a pool 
where w ater is above body tem perature.

"It will take a little time for 
the situation to clear up, but the 
lower section of the city will find 
a gradual bettering of the condi­ 
tion as time passed,’’ said Mr. Van 
Fatten. He cited the condition in 
the uptown section where w ater 
is now practically normal again. 
Practically Cleared 
"The uptown main was first 
cleaned and the turbid condition 
was first noticed there hut this is 
practically cleared up. The main 
serving the lower section of the 
city was cleaned at a later date 
and the condition will exist for 
some time yet but we expect that 
it will bo entirely cleared up in a 
few weeks.’’ Mr. Van F’tten said. 
He called attention to the fact 
that the mains from the reservoir 
had boon down some 35 years and 
had become badly corroded. The 
cleaning ojioration has increased 
pressure about t per cent over 
what it was prior to the cleaning. 
Co-operation by large users of 
w ater had been good and he said 
none had refused to pay for water 
supplied during the time of the 
turbidity. "They have all been 
very nice about the m atter, realiz­ 
ing that the cleaning was neces­ 
sary to giving better service and 
we arc attem pting to give them 
(lie same kind of co-operation,” 
he concluded.
